of Communism and urged that known pro-Communists 
ought to be fired from Federal job*. As a matter of fact a 
•ham "purge” of Communists from the State department 
was held shortly thereafter, and a handful of fall guys 
actually dropped. 
But the Attorney General is perfectly well aware that 
those who have most closely studied the subject, with an 
inside track to finding the facts, have stated that the num 
ber of known pro-Communists on the Federal payroll runs 
between 50.000 and 75.000. 
They are still there. And Republicans didn’t hire 
them. 
The major point at which the Clark argument falls 
apart, however, lies in another direction, 
During the course of his talk, Mr, Clark explained 
that he knows what he is talking about because his job 
gives him control of the F B I, and therefore he has the 
advantage of their information. 
This is a rather remarkable statement, in view of 
what the real head of the FB I, G. Edgar I louver, had to 
say on the subject of Communism in a recent address be 
fore the American Legion convention in San Francisco. 
Mr. Hoover said that the Communists are busy with 
‘'diabolical plots to wreck the American way of life.” 
As to the actual number of Communists, Mr. Hoover 
said: “ The Communists themselves boast that for every, 
party member there are IO others ready to do the party’s 
work.” 
As to their infiltration into government, the real ex­ 
pert of the F B I said: “ They have maneuvered themselves 
into positions where a few Communists control the des­ 
tiny of hundreds who are either willing to Im* led or have 
been duped into obeying the dictates of others.” 
Quite at variance with the placid reassurances of Mr. 
Clark, the real head of the F B I warned that many labor 
unions are in the hands of what he called a “ Communistic 
pincers,” and also that Communistic propaganda was 
flooding some news papers, magazines, books, radio and 
screen. 
It would seem that, before Mr. Clark took the lil*erty 
of telling Pennsylvanians to stop worrying about Com ­ 
munism, and referred to the f*B l as “ proof" that C om ­ 
munism is not an issue, he might have done well to con-, 
suit with the man who really runs the F B I. 
Mr. Hoover made one remark which the I exas head 
of law enforcement in the United States might very well 
ponder for the personal application it now has to his own 
acts and utterances.
